Oil for Europe 


At last steps have been taken that permit 

Washington te put into effect its emergency oil 
shipment plan and thus make a major effort to 
prevent industrial disaster in Western Europe. 
If all goes well, the Western European nations 
should be saved from the worst consequences of 
the Suez canal blockage, though they probably 
cannot avoid some shortages and some unem- 
ployment this winter. 
“~The upward swing for the ‘West apparently 
has been brought Shout by Britain officially in- 
forming the United States that it will have most 
of its troops out of Egypt by Christmas and 
France indicating that it soon will make a simi- 
lar announcement. ° 

But the problem that the United States now 
faces in attempting to see that oil fuels the 
world as customary is tremendous. The Suez 
canal is blocked and will remain so for many 
weeks and most likely for several months. The 
Iraq Petroleum pipeline, running from Iraqi 
fields through Syria and Lebanon to the Medi- 
terranean, has been blown up by Arabs. Aram- 
co’s “tapline,” from Saudi Arabian fields to Si- 
don in Lebanon, is still operating but might be 
sabotaged’ any day, 

From thesé sources there came 2,000,000 of 
the 2,600,000 Batrels of oil that Europe requires 
daily. Without that oil, Western Europe would 
be largely without transportation, industry 
would shut down and lack of heating would 
cause untold hardship. All this would add up to 
curtailed dollar credit and perhaps even finan- 
cial disaster. If such conditions came about, 
Moscow’s fondest hopes for profitable fishing 
in muddy waters would be exceeded. And in ad- 
dition there would be the likely prospect of a’ 
breaking up of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

Last July when Egypt seized the canal, com- 
plete plans were drawn up for meeting Europe's 
oil needs in case the waterway and the Arab oil 
fields were cut off. Fifteen oil companies co- 
operated in these plans. They are the ones that 
President Eisenhower has now authorized De- 
fense Mobilization Director Arthur Fleming to 
put into effect. 

They will pool their production, distribution 
and tanker facilities. If the National Petroleum 
Council was corrétt in its rather loose estimate 


’ of 1954, this catntry las “sp#re productivity” of 


about 2,000,000 barrels @ day, By “spare produc- 
tivity” the Couficil fweant the maximum rate at 
which additional oil can be produced safely and 
efficiently... But that.is cansidefed too much a 
theoretical figure becausé of the vast prob- 
lems of transportation and adjustment which 
almost minimize those of production. This re- 
mains true even when it is taken into considera- 
tion that the Government has just taken 18 
naval tankers out of mothballs. 

Thus it can be seen that it will be touch and 
go as to whether the United States is able to 
prevent any hardship and suffering or if it will 
merely be able to prevent the most serious con- 
sequences from materializing.

Leaves Aré for Burning 

Friday’s interruption In garbage collections 
was a reminder that the Aldermen did well in 
amending municipal regulations to allow house- 
holders to burn fallen leaves and paper. Even if 
refuse collections were more frequent than they 
are, the requirement that leaves be collected so 
that they can be conveniently picked up by the 
city trucks sounds like the notion of a dreamer, 


‘or at least of a man who never encountered a 


brisk wind. 

We are not in favor of shrouding the city in 

its old smoke palls, nor would we like to see 
whole neighborhoods set a-fire. But if caution 
is observed, the burning of leaves and odds and 
ends of old paper for a limited time each 
ay does not strike us as a nuisance.  In- 
deed leaf-ssmoke is widely regarded as one 
of the pleasant aspects ‘of autumn: Certainly 
it is far less objectionable than the furnace 
smoke allowed six minutes in the hour under 
the anti-smoke ordinance,

All at once, a goof deal of fence-mending 
with India is under way in Washington. It comes 
not a moment too soon. 

Ellsworth Bunker, a Democrat, retiring presi- 
dent of the American Red Cross, is named as 
President Eisenhower's clrolte for ambassador 
to New Delhi, It India accepts him, he will fill 
a post which has beén’ vacant, in effect, ever 
since last May; when John Sherman Cooper was 
persuaded by Mr. Eisenhower to run for Sena- 
tor from Kentucky. 

Mr. Cooper himself is doing an emergency bit 
of fence-mending by flying to New Delhi for 
preparatory talks with Prime Minister Nehru 
in advance of the latter’s postponed visit to 
Washington, now agt for Dec. 16. Mr. Bunker, as 
the new Ambassador, is expected to sit in on 
these talks. 

All of which. is to the good. India and the 
United States have been brought closer by their 
common attitude toward the attack on Egypt. 
If they could now unite their efforts on the con- 
structive side, and bring about basic settlements 
of both the Suez and Israeli-Arab problems, the 
whole world would have cause for gratitude. 
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As the Darst Project. Opens 

With the opening of the first unit of the 
Joseph M. Darst apartments, St. Louis’s public 
housing program is on the verge of another 
giant step forward. 

This first structure of the near South Side 
project contains 220 apartments. It is one of 
four nine-story buildings involved in the initial 
phase of a project that eventually will shelter 
1200 families in bright, clean, modern sur- 
roundings. 

All told St. Louis has been allocated 9200 
apartments under the federal housing program. 
Of these 5107 have been completed, including 
the first unit of the _Darst project. Another 1100 
are under construction at the Darst site and at 
the George L. Vaughn site northwest of down- 
town. Still another 3000 are authorized or 
planned. 

It is quite a program. St. Louis can be glad it 
has moved ahead so well, for public housing has 
been. good to St. Louis. The tangible benefits 
to those fortunate enough to enjoy accommoda- 
tions are clear enough. But that is not the whole 
story. An even larger gain has béen the elimina- 
tion of acres and acres of slums and the end 
of slum standards in those neighborhoods. This 
is something which benefits the whole com- 
munity. / 

And for those who, like to measure their com- 
munity profit in dollars and cents, that too is 
possible. Since 1943 voluntary payments by pub- 
lic housing authorities in lieu of taxes have 
amounted to $616,832, or about $172,000 more 
es by the 
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slums replaced. But it is much more difficult to 
put a monetary value on the new light, the new 
hope, that strikes the lives of those families 
who. first experience the amenities of decent 
housing in one of these projects. It is just possi- 
ble that in the long run this will be the most 
valuable gain of all. 
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Invitation to the Mayor 

Two anti-discrimination pills are on their way 
toward action in the Board of Aldermen. With 
the strong support of St. Louis clergymen repre- 
senting three faiths, the action ought to be 
favorable. ; 

Speaking to the board in recess, the clergy- 
men advanced both practical and moral reasons 
for prohibiting racial or religious discrimination 
in places of public accommodation. 

The Rev. O. Walter Wagner, executive director 
of the Metropolitan Church Federation, noted 
that one large church convention scheduled for 
1958 here was canceled because all its dele- 
gates could not eat at all restaurants. Rabbi 
Jerome W. Grollman, president of the Rabbini- 
cal Association, urged the board to faee the fact 
that segregation was dead. And the Rev. Patrick 
J. Molloy, chairman of the Catholic Interracial 
Council, said: a 


We cannot have two kinds of citizenship. 
There can be no distinctions in our treat- 
ment of our fellow man, We hope you vote 
favorably for these bills, so all the citizens 
of St. Louis can have the same rights. 


One of the two bills would make it a misde-- 
meanor to refuse to serve any person because of 
race, creéd, religion or color. The other would 
establish an agency within the St. Louis Council 
on Human Relations to hear complaints, attempt 
to correct discrimination and, as a last resort, 
refer them to prosecuting officials. 

This is first of all a system of persuasion 
rather than prosecution. But since many hotels 
and theaters and some restaurants have in re- 
cent years brought down racial bars, all that 
should be necessary to encourage further action 
is an ordinance on the books. A law would an- 
swer the common protest of timid establish- 
ments which is: “We would like to do it, but 
we don’t want to be the first.” 

The aldermen have deferred action on these 
measures until next Friday. Meanwhile they 
have named a committee to invite Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker to express his views. If the 
Mayor will make a strong statement for equal 
treatment of citizens in public establishments, 
he will help the bills toward passage. His word 
should carry weight with his party’s majority on 
the board. 

St. Louis has made vast progress in this post- 
war decade—progress not only in physical and 
governmental growth but in democratic living. 
The integration of our schools shows that segre- 
gation is dying an easy death here. The anti-dis- 
crimination ordinances represent the next step 
forward. 
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Dalip Saund at the Microphone 

The United States Information Agency now 
says it will arrange for broadcasts to India by 
Congressman-elect Dalip Saund of southern Cali- 
fornia. Earlier, when the USIA suddenly post- 
poned these plans, newspapers demanded to 
know whether it was because Judge Saund had 
forgotten to file his pre-election campaign ex- 
penses until after election. USIA still ignores 
that question, but says it will go ahead with the 
broadcasts. That is wise procedure. Mr. Saund 
is the first native of India to be elected to Con- 
gress. Now he can serve his adopted country by 
telling the land of his birth about American cus- 
toms—and American freedom. 
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Solid Sanity to Avoid War 


Washington’s warning that it will support any 
Baghdad Pact nation if it is attacked may help, 
we hope, to prevent a new military adventure in 
the Middle East—especially an attempt by Rus- 
sia to establish itself more directly and more 
firmly in that part of the world by the use of 
arms. 

The immediate reason for this warning is the 
report that the Soviet Union has been shipping 
weapons to Syria for an attack on Iraq. Even 
the Russians should be afraid of triggering 
World War III. But possibly they feel they can 
move close to its brink because of British and 
French preoccupation in Egypt and the conse- 
‘quent strain on the relations of those two West- 
ern powers with the United. States. 

According to London reports, the Turks are 
taking the threat of an attack on Iraq so serious- 
ly that they have suggested that a preventive 
war on Syria may be necessary to. avert it. The 
futility of such action should have been incon- 
trovertibly demonstrated. by the English-French- 
Israeli move into Egypt. Aggression cannot be 
sanctioned even for a good cause. 

There are two primary devices for settling is- 
sues between nations, direct negotiations and an 
appeal to the United Nations. The U.N. is not 
ineffective in preventing or stopping a conflict. 
Despite all obstacles, it has given a practical 
demonstration ‘of this in Egypt. And the an- 
nouncement that British and French troops will 
be withdrawn from Egypt in less than a month 
further underlines this fact. 

So the Western powers and their Middle East- 
ern allies certainly should not repeat the mis- 
take of unjustifiable military action. If the dan- 
ger is as imminent as the Turks believe it is, let 
the matter be taken to the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil at once. A Russian veto in the Council would 
not make such an appeal futile since it could 
be carrie@ to the Assembly under the “uniting 
for peace” formula. 

Meanwhile the United States, Britain and 
their allies should keep in more intimate com- 
munication than they were before the landings 
in Egypt. Full confidence is essential to an ef- 
fective common policy. 


The Londe Case 
On Monday the St. Louis Police Board will 
consider a request for an investigation into the 
beating of gangster Isadore Londe. A full inves- 
tigation should be made. 


Londe suffered a fractured jaw and four 
broken ribs. He charged that members of the 
hoodlum squad under Capt. John Doherty beat 
him without provocation, and that police had 
arrested him repeatedly in an effort to drive him 
out of town. The police reply that Londe resisted 
arrest and they acted tn self-defense. The offi- 
cers say Londe’s past arrests were always for 
questioning about a specific crime. 


Chief of Detectives James Chapman also says 
that efforts are being made to discredit both the 
hoodlum squad and the Police Department as 
part of an’effort to open up St. Louis. This 
charge too bears careful investigation. 

Few citizens have much sympathy for Isadore 
Londe, in view of his criminal record. But as a 
special committee of distinguished citizens has 


' said, if police can harass one citizen, they can 


harass any citizen. The issue involved is not a 
matter of sympathy or lack of same for an ex- 
convict; the issue is what exactly happened in 
the Londe case.

Disclosure this year of wholesale vio- 
lations of Pacific Coast Conference ath- 
letic rules by its member colleges has 
brought into hard, sharp focus the whole 
question of amateurism vs. profession- 
alism in college football. 


Four universities have been fined a 
total of a quarter of a million dollars 
for unethical practices. Scores of young 
athletes who had followed the accepted 
standards of their schools have been 
declared ineligible for conference play. 
The explosion has echoed across every 
campus and playing field in the country. 

College and universities serve two 
main purposes on the American scene. 
As conservatories of learning, they are 
our centers of academic research, of 
scientific and scholarly discovery. 


“Thee college is also a training place 
for youth. Americans send their sons 
here, confident they will get the techni- 
cal and intellectual training and the 


ethical guidance to fit them for the_ 


world of tomorrow. Here is asked not 
merely instruction in a skill, but de- 
velopment of the boy or girl into the 
whole fullness of his promise. 


A sound athletic program is part of 
a full college life. It channels energies 
that have to be released. It builds the 
physical person. It teaches confidence. 
Teamwork and its games are a common 
rallying point for the aroused loyalties 
of students, faculty and alumni. 


Strong Hold on the Public 


Football has become the cornerstone 
and symbol of college athletics, and has 
achieved a hold on the American people 
that no other college sport equals. It 
is big and tough and colorful—and 
there’s something fine, too, about crisp 
autumn air and blaring bands and the 
roaring stands. College football is in- 
tensely exciting, thorgughly enjoyable. 


But as football has taken hold of the 
American public, the public has also got 
a grip on college football. If this is a 
strong and enthusiastic embrace it is 
also a heedless, often reckless and po- 
tentially disastrous embrace. With 
90,000 people flocking to a single game 
and tens of millions more watching by 
television across the land, public pres- 
sures build up that go far beyond the 
walls of the university. 

Americans like to win; in college foot- 
ball, the pressures for winning teams 
have often overwhelmed a less spectacu- 
lar devotion to sportsmanship and hon- 
est amateurism. With alumni and 
moneyed supporters demanding winning 
teams, a coach’s tenure may depend 
more upon his team’s record of victories 
than on its adjustment to academic life. 


Nets $40,000,000 a Year 


These pressures have brought much 
to the campuses. They’ve created spec- 
tacular, professional-caliber football 
that thrills the fans and the public. 
They've brought $40,000,000 ‘a year in 
gate receipts, built great stadiums, sup- 
ported extensive athletic programs, 
brought fame to many top players. 


They have also caused universities— 
citadels of faith and repositories of 
hopes for the future—to encourage pla. - 
ers to take illegal aid, and then to lie 
about having taken it. Under these 
pressures a game that should teach 
sportsmanship and fair play has instead 
taught victory at any price. Institutions 
dedicated to ethical values have sunk 


into hypocrisy—the hypocrisy of men.

The Ivy League, where football and 
its abuses originated, has come to accept 
the limitations of amateur ball. Its 
schools now give no athletic scholarships 
and reject all player subsidies whether 
over or under the table. The Southwest, 
Southeastern and other conferences, on 
the other hand, have accepted open 
subsidization, with players generally 
getting free room, board, tuition and 
books, a modest living allowance and 
special free tutoring if needed. 

What course should the Pacific Coast 
Conference—and the Big Ten—follow? 


We doubt whether there is any kind 
or degree of subsidy for college football 
players that will not eventually cost the 
university—and the players—more than 
it is worth. 


Subsidies Lead to Professionalism 


We are told that suhsidies open to 
many deserving young men a chance 
for a college education that they 
would not otherwise have, and that a 
football scholarship is as legitimate in 
its way as an academic scholarship. But 
eperience suggests that where sub- 
Sidies are granted the whole inexorable 
trend is toward the creation of a squad 
of mercenaries, recruited without regard 
for scholarly qualifications and retained 
solely to take the field on Saturdays, to 
put on a spectacular show, and win. 

We can see no justification for foot- 
ball as a training and disciplining force 
when the net impact of the game on the 
player is the promisé of a day’s wages 
for a day’s play. And we can see the 
moral fiber of a university deteriorating 
steadily in a system which countenances 
lying and hypocrisy as part of its work- 
aday regimen. 


If this is not apparent te the Die-For- 


Dear-Old-Siwash alumius it is certainly 
apparent, by now, to the presidents of 
the Pacific Coast Conference and Big 
Ten schools who have been, surely, the 
ones most embarrassed by the current 
crop of scandals. 


Ivy League Shows the Way 


We believe these gentlemen can do 
sdmething drastic about the situation, 
and that they must. 

It would be hard for an individual 
university to back suddenly away from 
the subsidy system and uproot the 
elaborate alumni-backed money pro- 
grams; it would be hard, perhaps, for 
an individual conference to do it, even 
though the Ivy League has shown the 
way. 

But if the Pacific Coast Confererice 
and Big Ten—joined as they are in the 
Rose Bowl contract and attracted by 
many other bonds—together declared 
themselves for uncompromising ama- 
teurism and laid down a firm enforce- 
ment system, they would have a splendid 
chance of riding out the storms. _ 


Something would be lost, certainly, in 
the quality of footbalt and the gate 
receipts. Far more would’ be gained, 
for players and universities alike, by 
the permanent cleansing of Big Ten and 
Pacific Conference football, and momen- 
tum would be launched which might 
well carry through the rest of the na- 
tion’s carhpuses.

Headaches of 4 D.A. 


THE PROSECUTOR, by Bernard Botein. (Simon and 

Schuster, 273 pqs., $3.50.) 

Justice Botein’s recipe for trouble 
in a district attorney’s office consists 
of these ingredients: (1) a brilliant, 
but completely ruthless assistant D.A.; 
(2) a grand jury foreman who likes to 
play cops and robbers, and (3) a news- 
paper*columnist who is willing to trade 
publicity for news leaks. 

These ingredients are well mixed in 
“The Prosecutor” and they result in 
a headache for District Attorney John 
Peabody, an elected public servant with 
an honest desire to protect the inno- 
cent as well as to prosecute the guilty. 

The author, an associate justice of 
the New York Appellate Court, insists 
the characters do not represent real 
people but it is difficult not to spec- 
Sections of 
the novel read like yesterday’s head- 
lines. Many readers will insist they

“I don’t think there’s any such thing 
as gratitude in politics. You're either 
in it for all you can get out of it, like 
me, or you're an idealist, in which case 
you'd sacrifice your own mother for 
what you call principle.” 

The central figure in the story, how- 
ever, is neither Murdock nor Peabody. 
He is Edgar Bailey, the young blue 
ribbon assistant D.A., fresh out-of law 
school and overly ambitious. Because 
of possible political repercussions if he 
acts otherwise, the D.A. is forced to 
keep Bailey on the staff despite one 
transgression after another. 

Peabody is forced to take action, 
however, when Bailey surreptitiously 
obtains access to a bulky file, com- 
piled in years of intensive investiga- 
tiong by another assistant D.A., and 
uses the information to obtain a ques- 
tionable indictment of an important 
political figure on a rackets charge. 
The D.A. fires Bailey and dismisses 
the indictment. 

The newspapers and the public, hav- 
ing been led to believe that Bailey is 
a fair-haired knight, scream for Pea- 
body’s scalp and the D.A, finds himself 
in a desperate fight for political life. 
The story reaches a dramatic climax in 
the ouster hearings. Justice Botein’s 
handling of legal arguments at the 
hearings is a masterpiece of writing.

'in 1936 with four members, now 
has 32 residents and 23 non- 
resident members. It meets 
Sundays at 11 a.m. in a room 
provided by the Metropolitan 
Church Federation. The group 
now is seeking permanent head- 
quarters in the city. 

The small movement here is 
typical of Quaker history every- 
where. 

No Altar, No Clergy. 

The Associated Press recently 
sent out a long report on the 
Quakers. 

“Weekly worship is at plain 
meeting houses, with no steeple, 
altar, organ, ornamentation or 
clergy. They sit in-silent medi- 
tation, with any worshipper free 
to rise and give testimony or 
prayer. Each Friend is a lay 
minister 

“He doesn’t belong to a 
church, He’s of ‘the Friendly 
Persuasion.’ 

“In marriage, no clergyman 
seals the bond, but the couple 
| does so themselves, taking vows 
|to each other in worship meet- 
|ing. Divorce is contrary to their 
discipline.

MELBOURNE, Dec. 1 (UP)—~ 
The talented United States bas- 


ketball team gave the Russians 

a lesson in the game Americans 
invented when it handed the 
Soviets a humiliating 89-55 
trouncing tonight to win the 
Olympic championship.
